Our Gaſter was oꝛdapned z 23 peares after the incarna⸗ 
tion, in a Counſell ot learned men of diuers nations, aſſem⸗ 
bled by Conſtantine the great, foꝛ that purpsſe,Wwherin it was 
0zdapned that Eaſter ſhould be celebꝛated on the Sunday next 
following the firſt full mone that ſhould happen after the en⸗ 
trance of the Sun into Aries, E a new Go den number was 
there deuiſedfoz the ſame intent. But by reaſon the Æqui- 
noctium ſtill flpes backward from the 21 of March whcre 
then it was, infomnch that it is now about the 1: dap, by 
reaſon whereof I ſap there ſometimes happens 2 full moncs 
befoze Wer can keepe our Eaſter, which cauſed the Romans tg 
alter their Kalender, ſo that by their Paſchall tables they pꝛo⸗ 
duce Eaſter alwaies y Sunday following the firſt full mone 
ac:ozding to y fozeſaid geuerallconcelthcid at Nice in Pontus.

And thereupon Rabbi Bechai inthe 
begining of Paraſch wzighteth after this manner: The Hea⸗ 
uens (ſaithhe) were created in the beginning, and are called 
Shamajim becauſe they are Eich + Majim fire and water. nd 
in Bereſchith Rabba, it is thus red: The Heauens are ſo called 
becauſe men wonder at them ſaying : Of whatare they made?
